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This volume of the Index to Dental Literature, the twenty- 
ninth in the series, carries references to material in174 
dental publications. This number includes 163 dental period- 
icals from Australia, Canada, England, India, Ireland, New 
Zealand, Pakistan, the Philippines and the United States. Ar- 
ticles in English appearing in journals from Egypt, Finland, 
Japan, Lebanon, Norway, Sweden and Switzerland and in the 
International Dental Journal are also included. Coverage of 
Dental Abstracts allows the Index to include material ordinar- 
ily beyond its scope. 

There are 5,765 articles from 804 separate periodicals 
listed in this volume under 13, 307 author and subject entries. 
The number of articles includes 235 selected book reviews, 
206 editorials and 502 obituaries. Seven new journal titles 
were added in 1959 to the list of publications indexed. Five of 
them were first published in 1959. 

The complete title, abbreviations used and frequency of 
publication for all materials covered in this volume appear 
in the list of Publications Indexed beginning on page ili.
